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The  Administration  of  a  Land  Office

A  study  of  the  administration  of  a 
public  land  office  in  the  State  of  Illinois 
reveals  many  conflicting  interpretations 
of  the  material  with  which  the  re- 
searcher must  deal.  The  fact  that  many 
primary  materials  and  very  few  secon- 
dary resource  materials  are  available 
leads  to  an  interesting  but  overpower- 
ing task  when  an  attempt  is  made  to 
present  the  results  of  work  with  land 
records.  Mrs.  Marion  D.  Pratt,  in  her 
state  publication,  Preliminary  Report  of 
the  Land  Records1  has  taken  the  first 
and,  of  course,  most  difficult  step  in 
presenting  to  the  reader  and  researcher 
a  synthesis  of  the  material  contained 
within  the  vaults  of  the  Illinois  State 
Archives. 

The  task  of  flat  folding,  classifying, 
and  filing  this  material  is  progressing. 
Plat  books  and  surveyors'  field  notes 
have  been  useful  and  informative  since 
the  time  when  they  were  first  prepared. 
This  material  is  in  order  and  now  filed 
properly  in  the  Illinois  State  Archives. 
However,  material  such  as  the  receivers' 
and  registers'  journals  and  ledgers,  the 
thousands  of  receivers'  and  registers'  re- 
ceipts, affidavits,  declarations,  relin- 
quishments, and  interoffice  communica- 
tions have  not,  until  now,  been  exam- 
ined and  were  therefore  of  negligible 
assistance  and  value  to  the  researcher. 
The  organization  of  this  type  of  primary 


resource  material  is  now  being  at- 
tempted. 

In  dealing  with  these  records,  a  pat- 
tern of  organization,  a  system  of  land 
administration,  does  begin  to  become 
evident.  Since  little  was  known  about 
the  methods  employed  by  these  early 
land  administrators,  the  Archives  as- 
sistants working  with  these  papers 
(many  of  the  records  not  having  been 
closely  scrutinized  for  over  one  hundred 
years)  looked  closely  to  see  how  each 
set  of  papers  could  be  most  usefully 
and  advantageously  filed.  In  so  doing, 
the  administration  of  a  public  land  of- 
fice came  into  a  clearer  light. 

Those  officials  most  intimately  con- 
cerned with  the  selling  of  the  public 
land  were  the  "register"  and  "receiver" 
of  each  of  the  ten  separate  land  dis- 
tricts in  what  is  now  termed  the  State 
of  Illinois.  It  was  the  responsibility  of 
the  register  to  do  the  necessary  record 
keeping,  and  the  receiver  was  primarily 
responsible  for  the  monies  taken  in.2 
These  appointees  were  required  to  post 
bond,  and  they  maintained  separate 
records  in  an  effort  to  keep  a  "check" 
on  each  other's  honesty  and  efficiency.3 
The  "General  Land  Office"  was  es- 
tablished as  a  result  of  a  series  of  transi- 
tions. Until  1812,  the  disposition  of  the 
public  domain  was  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion  of  the   Secretary  and   Register  of 
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the  Treasury  Department.  An  act  of 
April  25,  1812,  established  the  General 
Land  Office  as  a  bureau  of  the  Treas- 
ury. With  the  creation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  in  1849,  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office  was  transferred  to  that 
jurisdiction  and  has  remained  under 
the  Interior  Department.  However,  on 
July  16,  1946,  the  office  was  consoli- 
dated with  the  Grazing  Service  to  form 
the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  of  the 
Department  of  the   Interior.* 

The  term,  "land  office,"  refers  to  one 
of  the  ten  offices  in  the  state  which 
were  the  centers  for  the  original  pur- 
chase of  land.  Although  the  first  land 
office  for  the  sale  of  public  land  through 
a  federal  channel  was  opened  at  Kas- 
kaskia  in  1804,  the  sale  of  land  did  not 
begin  until  1814  when  the  surveying 
was  completed  and  conflicting  claims 
were  settled.  The  second  land  office  to 
be  established  was  at  Shawneetown 
which  began  selling  land  also  in  1814. 
As  the  demand  for  land  increased,  the 
surveying  continued  generally  in  a 
northwesterly  direction  and  other  land 
offices  were  established.5 

A  final  bit  of  jargon  should  be  under- 
stood before  turning  to  a  discussion  of 
administrative  procedures.  After  having 
moved  from  a  comfortable  home  into  a 
new  area  or  after  having  worked  hard 
to  improve  his  land  or  raise  money  to 
enable  him  to  buy  land,  the  settler  was 
most  pleased  with  a  single  piece  of  pa- 
per out  of  all  that  which  was  issued 
through  the  land  office  or  involved  in 
the  recording  of  the  settler's  claim.  The 
"land  patent"  was  that  notification  and 
proof  that  the  land  which  the  pur- 
chaser desired  was  actually,  legally  his. 


With  the  receipt  of  this  final  piece  of 
paper,  the  settler  could  lay  permanent 
claim  to  land. 

Analysis  of  the  systems  followed  in 
various  land  offices  is  a  difficult  task. 
The  assistants  who  are  working  with  the 
land  records  in  the  State  Archives  have 
found  that  any  attempts  to  say  that 
"this  is  the  way  it  was  done"  are  im- 
mediately confronted  with  situations 
where  the  land  records  were  not 
handled  in  the  way  their  analysis  had 
indicated.  Therefore,  it  must  be  under- 
stood that,  in  many  cases,  the  adminis- 
trators of  the  land  offices  followed  a 
system  of  their  own  which  probably 
fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office  but  varied  in  detail 
from  office  to  office  and  from  official 
to  official.  Often,  the  receiver  and  reg- 
ister may  have  kept  the  books  as  they 
pleased  and  to  their  own  mutual  satis- 
faction. Beyond  this  fact,  errors  in  en- 
try, lack  of  organization,  and  other 
conflicts  within  the  system  may  distort 
the  picture  for  the  researcher  who  is 
trying  to  locate  a  purchase,  discover  an 
owner,  or  research  some  other  project 
involving  the  land  records.  Work  with 
the  records  has  not  progressed  to  the 
point  where  the  methods  used  and  the 
many  idiosyncrasies  of  the  system  are 
completely  understood.  This  will  prob- 
ably come  as  the  work  with  the  material 
continues.  But,  for  the  researcher  now, 
a  word  of  warning  would  be  appropri- 
ate: a  certain  set  form  for  all  of  the 
ten  land  offices  does  not  seem  to  be  the 
case.  The  researcher  must  look  for  the 
deviations  from  the  general  method  and 
find  out  how  a  particular  land  office 
worked  before  he  can  be  sure  of  any  in- 
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formation  he  may  be  looking  for. 

In   general,    the   first    step   that   was 
taken   by  a   prospective   purchaser  was 
the  identification  of  the  land  which  he 
wished  to  buy.   The  land  had,  of  course, 
been  surveyed  and  was  identifiable  by 
Section    number,    Township    number- 
north   or   south   of   the   base   line— and 
range  number  east  or  west  of  a  Prin- 
cipal   Meridian.     Within    this    desisma- 
tion,   quarter  sections   and   quarters   of 
quarter  sections  constituted  the  smaller 
divisions.      Thus,    in    the    hypothetical 
situation  of  purchaser  John  Wood,  who 
wishes  to  purchase  the  Southeast  Quar- 
ter  of  fractional   Section    7,   Township 
15  South,  Range  7  East  of  the  Third 
Principal     Meridian,     the     researcher 
knows  (from  this  description)   that  Mr. 
Wood  dealt  with  the  receiver  and  reg- 
ister at  the  Shawneetown  land  office.6 
It   may   have   been   that   John   Wood's 
next  step  in  the  purchasing  procedure 
was  to  file  with  the  land  office  a  declara- 
tion stating  that  he  wished  to  purchase 
this  tract  of  land.    Also,  being  unable 
to   read   or   write,    Wood   probably   ar- 
ranged for  the  drawing  up  of  a  power 
of  attorney  in   which   he   gave   certain 
rights  dealing  with  the  legalities  of  his 
purchase  to  a  more  literate  person  than 
himself.    Wood's  next  action  was  to  ap- 
pear before  the  register  at  the  Shawnee- 
town land  office  and  arrange  for  pay- 
ments on  his  land.   Being  unable  to  pay 
for  the  tract  in  a  lump  sum,  he  makes 
a  down  payment  of  $66.05  on  the  total 
of  the  $264.20  which  he  owes  for  the 
quarter  section.    The  balance  of  his  ac- 
count is  to  be  paid  up  in  equal  annual 
installments.    A  register's  receipt  is  is- 
sued stating  the  conditions  under  which 
Mr.  Wood  agrees  to  pay  for  his  land,

and  Wood  receives  the  receipt.  The 
register  then  enters  the  transactions  in 
his  double  entry  system  of  journals, 
ledgers,  day  books,  and  so  forth.  (See 
register's  receipt  number  464  accom- 
panying this  article.)  Having  paid 
$66.05  to  the  "receiver  of  public 
monies"  at  the  Shawneetown  office,  the 
purchaser  is  issued  a  receipt  from  the 
receiver  (see  example,  duplicate  re- 
ceiver's receipt  number  3480)  ;  also, 
a  duplicate  is  retained  by  the  receiver 
and  appropriate  entries  are  made  in  the 
receiver's  ledgers. 

To  further  complicate  this  relatively 
"simple"   example  of  a  land  purchase, 
it   happens   that   John    Wood   was   un- 
able to  meet  the  payment  schedules  of 
his  first  register's  receipt  (as  many  other 
land  holders  were  unable   to  do)    and 
an   act   of  Congress   passed   on   March 
2nd,    1821,    entitled    "An   Act   for    the 
Relief  of  Purchasers  of  Publick  Lands 
prior    to    the    1st   day   of   July,    1820," 
provided  for  a  system  of  further  credit. 
Wood    applied    for    this    credit    and    it 
was   granted.     Upon   the   forfeiture    of 
Wood's  original  receipt,  the  register  is- 
sued   a    "certificate   of   further   credit" 
allowing   Wood   to   complete   the   pay- 
ments on  his  land  in  eight  annual  in- 
stallments.   The  credit  system  was  ar- 
ranged  according   to   classes.     That   is, 
eight  annual  installments  required  what 
were  known  as  "class  number  one"  cer- 
tificates, and  other  classes  of  credit  re- 
quired   a   different   number   of   annual 
installments.     Wood    chose   class   num- 
ber one  credit  and  was  required  to  pay 
$24.76  on  or  before  March  31st  of  each 
year  from  1822  through  1829  (see  copy 
of  certificate  included  with  this  article) . 
Thus,   Mr.    Wood    provided   for   the 
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monetary   side  of  the   purchasing  pro- 
cedure.  All  steps  in  the  process  of  land 
purchasing  were   recorded,  the   proper 
receipts  issued  and  duplicated,  and  the 
significant    certificates    issued.7      After 
completing  all  the  paperwork  and  mak- 
ing  all   the   payments,   there   remained 
but  one  step  before  the  land  was  legally 
the    purchaser's.     The    register    of    the 
land  office  completed  the  land  trans- 
action by  filling  out  and  issuing  a  "final 
certificate"  which  stated  that  the  pur- 
chaser  had   met   all   requirements   and 
should  be  issued  a  patent  for  the  land 
from    the    General    Land    Office    upon 
presentation  of  the  certificate   (see  ex- 
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ample  accompanying  this  article) .  The 
records  of  the  account  had  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  commissioner  of  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office,  and  some  of  the  re- 
ceipts, certificates,  and  other  forms  of 
proof  may  have  had  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  commissioner  before  approval 
was  granted.  But,  when  everything  was 
finally  considered  to  be  in  order,  the 
patent  to  the  land  was  issued. 

Through  the  efficient  and  lawful,  yet, 
to  the  present-day  researcher,  compli- 
cated administration  of  land  office  pro- 
cedures, John  Wood  and  many  other 
early  Illinoisians  became  landholders.
